J. V. Wright, president of 
Dorsey Trailers, died Friday, 
July 10, after a heart attack 
suffered while driving through 
Opp on his way to Fort Welton, 
Pla., with Mrs. Wright to spend 
the weekend at his beach cot- 
tage. He was 63 years old. 

Mr. Wright mentioned that 
he was suffering pains and a 
few miles further suggested 
that she take the steeriny 
wheel and return to the hospi- 
tal in Opp, Death came 15 min- 
uates after he was admitted to 
Mizell Memorial hospital at 
4:40 p.m, He had suffered two 
previous heart attacks in re- 
cent years, 


Long-Time Associate 

Mr. Wright became presiden’ 
of Dorsey Trailers in December 
1957, upon the death of Claude 
Dorsey Jr., after service with 
the company since 1912, when 
he became associated with the 
firm’s founder, Claude Dorsey, 
Sr. 

“He was a quiet unassuming 
man Who had risen through 
the ranks to head one of the 
largest corporations of its kind 
in the world,’ said Minister 
Curtis Duke, pastor of the 
Church of Christ, who deliver- 
ed the funeral sermon at ser- 
vices held Sunday in the First 
Baptist Church. 

“Elba is richer for having 
had J. V. Wright as one of its 
citizens. Only time will tell the 
far-reaching influences of his 
life,” Mr. Duke said. He was 
assisted by the Rev. Murray lL. 
Seay, pastor of the First Bap- 
tist Chureh, and the Rev 
Ralph R. Hendricks, pastor of 
the Elba Methodist Church.
